Part of Africa, when, and how, and for as much as he pleaſeth, paying to the 
Treaiutier of the ſaid Company Five Pounds per Cent. on all Goods or Merchan- 
= he ſhall Export for Africa, which ſhall be Efteem'd or Term'd a fingle 

uty. 

That the Money paid by every Member of the ſaid Company for his Admiſſion 
or Freedom, and the Five Pounds per Cent. paid by all on the Goods they Export, 
{hall be the Joint Caſh or Stock of the ſaid Company. + 

Thar the ſaid Joint Caſh or Stock of the ſaid Company ſhould be imploy'd or 
diſpoſed by the Court of Aſſiſtants for the Supplying, Maintaining and Defending 
Forts and Caſtles, (if they muſt ſtill be maintain'd after the Experience of 9 3 
Years, that they are of no Uſe, Advantage, or Security, but a great Charge to 
the Trade,) and defraying all other Publick Charges that ſhall be found neceſſary 
for the enlarging and better carrying on that Trade. 

That there ſhould be Collected and Paid from Time to Time, on all Goods 
Exported to Africa, fingle Duty of Five Pound per Cent. or double Duty, more, or 
according as the Occaſions of the Company ſhall require. 

| Hereby the Miſchiefs, as well as the Wrongs of a Monopoly, will be prevent- 
ed, in which there cati be but one Buyer, and one Seller, and on the contrary, 
every one will have Freedom to Trade as he ſees fit. 
The Trade will be Enlarged and Extended to many Places now unfrequented, or 
very little traded to, and abundance more of our Woollen and other Manufa- 
Quures will be Exported, which the Makers will Sell at better Prizes when there 
are ſo many Buyers; and much more Gold and Elephants Teeth, and other the 
Product of Africa, would be brought Home; and particularly, the Dying Wood 
would be Sold at a moderate Rate. 
An Excluſive Joint Stock confines the Trade to London only, but Settled in a 
Regulated Company, all her Majeſties Subjects in the moſt diſtant Ports of Great 


Britain, and alſo thoſe Inhabiting the Colonies and Plantations, will haue 
an _ Liberty of Trade, and thereby Navigation be very much in- 
creaſed. _ | 
Negroes would be carried in greater Numbers to our Plantations in America, 
and Sold cheaper there, whereby we ſhould Produce and Import more of our 
Weſt-Indies Commodities, and be able to Underſel the Dutch and French, whoſe 
Plantmions muſt conſequently Decreaſe as ours Advance. 
The Revenue of the Crown would be hereby very much increaſed, and more 


of our Manufactures, with which the Negroes are Cloathed, and Utenfils for 
the Plantations will be that Way expended. |
